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IMPORTANCE OF REGISTRATION 


Chairman Morris, Calls Democratic 


Voters Attention to New Law. 
Han-isburg, February 2.—Chair- 


man Roland S. Morris of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, in recent 
talks with the" Division Committee- 
men, of the State Organization, and 
also by special appeal to the jprecinct 
«ommitteemen through the State, has 
called attention to the very great im- 
portance of registration and enroll- 
ment under the new primary and 
election laws passed at the session of 
1313. 
On March 17 and March 18 in 


b'oroughs and townships of the State, 
assessors will sit at the polling places 
fan the purpose of receiving certifi- 
cates of party preference or affilia- 
tions of those who have enrolled up 
to this time. This means that March 
18th is the last day upon which en- 
rollments can be made in boroughs 
and townships. 
April loth is the only registration 
day before the primaries in first and 
second-class cities—that is, Pitts- 
burgh, Scranton and Philadelphia, 
and on this day unregistered and un- 
enrolled voters have their only op- 
portunity to qualify for voting at the 
spring primaries. 


April 29th is the last and only 
day. for registration before the spring 
primaries in .third-class cities, and at 
this time party preference of electors 
can be registered or changed. 
The following is the exact wording 


of the law regarding enrollment in 
districts outside of cities of the first, 
second and third class: 
"The assessor or registry assessor 
making the enrollment in districts 
other than in cities- of the first, sec- 
ond and third classes shall ascertain 
if possible at the time of making the 
annual assessment by personal in- 
quiry of the elector the party poli- 
tics,,preferences or affiliations of the 
elector, and note and record the 
sam'e, with the residence and other 
particulars required in making the 
assessment; and in case the elector 
is^not at his residence at the time the 
said assessor or registry assessor 
visits the residence of the elector, 
he shall leave a certificate of enroll- 
ment which the elector may fill out 
and give to -the assessor or registry 
assessor at some time prior to or on 
the, sixty-second or sixty-third day 
preceding! each primary, at which 
time said assessor or registry asses- 
sor shall sit at the polling place and 
receive said certificate; at which time 
the same shall be recorded by the as- 
sessor or registry assessor /in the 
regiSter.'^Act of 1913. 
It should also be borne in mind 


by independent voters that if they 
enrolled last fall, or have since en- 
rolled as Republicans, that designa- 
tion will remain after their names on 
the 'registry books until they ex- 
pressly certify to the assessor that 
they have changed their party affilia- 
tions—that is, those who by mistake 
or .design in the fall of 1913 enrolled 
as Republicans^ and who now wish to 
vote in the Washington party or 
Democratic primaries, must expressly 
state this fact to the assessor? at 
the polling place on either March 
17th or March 18th in towns and 
boroughs and not later than April 
-tfrtii-Tegistration day in first and sec- 
ond class cities, and not later than 
April 29th in third class cities. 


If mistakes have been made by the 
registry assessors in the enrollment 
of voters, such voters may have cor- 
rections made in the same manner as 
the correction and amendment of the 
registry in other particulars 
are 


made at any time up to ten days be- 
fore the primary election, that is, 
until May 9th. 
' 


However the voter may feel re- 
garding the merits of the Enrollment 
Act, 
Chairman Morris has pointed 


out the urgent duty of every voter 
who desires to help nominate good 
candidates on any ticket to take the 
necessary steps outlined above for 
qualifying himself to take part in the 
primary election 
The enrollment is 
not a difficult matter but a simple 
one if the voter is merely careful m 
taking the necessary procedure at 
the proper time and does not post- 
pone it until too late 


CHILD LABOR BILL 


Introduced in Congress by Represen- 


tative A. Mitchell Palmer. 


Working hand in hand with the 


National Child Labor Committee m 
an effort to lessen the evils of child 
labor throughout the country and 
eventually to destroy the evil entire- 
ly, Congressman A. Mitchell Palmer 
of Pennsylvania last week introduced 
a bill in Congress covering the pro- 
gram of the most advanced thinkeis 
on the subject. 


The Palmer bill piovides that ' no 
person, partnership, association 01 
corporation or any agent or employe 
thereof manufacturing, producing or 
dealing in the products of any mine 
or quarry in which children under 
16 years of age are employed or per- 
mitted to work at any time, or of 
any mill, cannery, workshop, factory 
or manufacturing establishment m 
which children under 14 years of age 
are employed or permitted to work 
at any time or in which children be- 
tween the 
ages 
of 
14 and 
16 


years are employed or permitted to 
work more than eight hours in any 
day or more than six days in any 
week, or after the hour of 7 p. m or 
before the hour of 7 a. m. pf any day, 
shall ship or offer or deliver for ship- 
ment such products m interstate 
commerce." 
This bill is drawn with extreme 
care to avoid the constitutional ob- 
jections that have been made to oth- 
er bills presented in Congress along 
similar lines, and its author and 
sponsors are convinced that it is not 
only constitutional but that it will 
be more effective in restraining the 
employment of children than any oth- 
er measure so far presented to Con- 
gress. At the same time it does not 
interfere with the authority to the 
separate states to regulate or pre- 
vent the employment of children in 
industries which do not overstep 
state boundaries. 
Administration of the proposed 


law is put in the hands of a board 
consisting of the Secretary of Labor, 
the Secretary of Commerce and the 
Attorney General, which board is em- 
ployed to make rules and regulations 
for enforcing the act.

inspection of all establishments cov- 
ered by the act is placed with the 
Secretary of Labor, and prosecutions 
for violations of the act may be 
brought by the District Attorney up- 
on complaint of certain officials or 
other persons, accompanied by satis- 
factory evidence of the violation of 
the law. 
In discussing his. bill Congressman 


Palmer said: 
"It is believed that 


this bill meets the objections .made 
against other measures introduced 
for the regulation of child labor. 
The National Child Labor Committee 
was divided in its attitude toward 
the Beveridge bill, but is unanimous 
irf indorsement of this bill. 
Many 
able lawyers and .Government offi- 
cials have agreed that the bill is con- 
stitutional and will be effective in the 
abolition of .child, labor in America. 


"The standards of child labor pro- 
tection mentioned in the -.bill are al- 
ready in effect in many, states., ,The 
14-year age limit for the, ..employ- 
ment of children in factories.is in 
effect in 40 states, the District of 
Columbia and Porto Rico; the 16- 
year age limit for mines and quar- 
ries is in effect in 15 states; other 
states have no important mining in- 
terests; the eight-hour day for the 
employment -of children under 16 
years of age is in effect in 18 states, 
the District of Columbia and Porto 
Rico, and the prohibition of night 
work for children under 16 years of 
age is the law of 33 states, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and Porto Rico. 
The standards are also the same as 
those of the uniform child labor law 
unanimously indorsed by the Ameri- 
can Bar Association and urged upon 
all the states for adoption." 
It is freely conceded here that the 
bill proposes the ^most far-reaching 
step in the direction of eliminating 
the child labor evil that has ever 
been taken in the country, and the 
care with which it has been drawn 
and the strong support which it is 
receiving are believed to insure its 
early enactment in substantially its 
present form by Congress either at 
this session or the next. 


Spring Use of Fertilizer 


' A poorly balanced fertilizer either 


means that you are wasting money 
tor plant food that is not needed or 
limiting the crop by not supplying 
plant food thaj is needed. 


The best clover in the 32 year old 


fertilizer experiments at State, Col- 
lege is where they have applied equal 
quantities of phosphoric acid and 
potash. Where they have added ni- 
trogen it has always over-stimulated 
the timothy at 'the expense of the 
clover, without helping the wheat 
any. 


The best results in fertilizing per- 


manent meadow and pasture have 
been where about equal quantities of 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid and pot- 
ash have been applied early in the 
spring, broadcast 


A complete fertilizer, 
not 
too 


strong in nitrogen, also helps oats 
and barley; and for potatoes a larger 
proportion ot nitrogen will pay, as 
also with corn. 


A very simple basis for working 


out home mixtures is fuinished from 
the following table: 


Two bushels nitrate of soda fur- 
nishes 24% pounds available nitro- 
gen; 
167 pound sack 16% phosphate 


turnishes 
26% 
pounds available 


phosphoric 
acid; 
one-half 
bushel 
muriate 
of 
potash furnishes 
25 


pounds actual potash. 


For permanent grass keep the pro- 


portions shown in the table and ap- 
ply from 150 to 350 pounds per acre. 


For clover, alfalta, soy beans, 


vetch, etc , omit the nitrate, but in- 
oculate the seed 
Inoculation fur- 


nishes all needed nitrogen. 
For potatoes use trom 1 bushel to 
1 % bushels of nitrate with the sack 
of phosphate and the one-half bushel 
ot potash salts, but in this case use 
the higher priced sulphate of polash. 
It is much more effective. 
For corn cut down the nitrate to 


three-fourths of a bushel, using the 
quantities shown of phosphate and 
muriate. 


For oats and barley use one-half 


bushel nitrate, the sack of phosphate 
and one peck of muriate 


These home mixtures are more 
concentrated than the commercial 
brands. 
The following quantities 


may be used for the several crops: 


For clover, alfalfa, etc., from 150 


to 300 pounds per acre. 
For pota- 
toes, from 200 to 500 pounds per 
acre. 
For corn, from 200 to 300 


pounds per acre, using larger quan- 
tities if you sow cover crops. 
For 
oats and barley, from 150 to 250 
pounds per acre. 


The work of mixing can be done 


on the barn floor or in the wagon 
box in the field, using a rake and 
shovel. As soon as the colors blend 
the mixing is done. The slight irreg- 
ularities in mixing are quickly cor- 
rected in the soil as the material dis- 
solves and spreads itself in the move- 
ment of soil water.

Prepare to Spray for the Apple Aphis 


There has been a great deal* of dis- 


cussion about the efficiency* of the 
lime-sulphur solution in destroying 
the , Apple Aphis or Green Plant 
Louse. 
State Zoologist Surface, at 
Harrisburjg, in' his experiments and 
demonstrations 
has proven conclu- 


sively that the lime-sulphur solution 
applied as for San Jose Scale lust af- 
terjthei leaf buds of the*, apple .burst 
in the spring will destroy this pest. 
A great deal depends upon the ma- 
terial and more depends upon the 
time that it is applied. 
Persons who-.wish-ito make their 
own lime-sulphur" solution for this 
spraying should order sulphur and 
lime soon and make the material dur- 
ing the bad .weather when the item 
of, time "will, not enter extensively in- 
to 'the 'expense account. I,t is jnade 
by boiling two pounds of sulphur 
with one pound of lime in one gallon 
of watVr in any kind ot vessel exceptT 
ing copper, for three-fourths of an 
hour. This is stored away until the 
orchardist wishes to use it and is 
then diluted with six or seven times 
its bulk of water, just as for the San 
Jose' Scale. In applying t it after the 
leaves expand in place of the Bor- 
deaux mixture he should use one gal- 
lon of this concentrated material to 
forty gallons of water. 
A York County, orchardist sent 


some apple twigs to Professor Sur- 
face, at Harrisburg, and asked him 
about the black specks .on them. The 
reply contains full Information upon 
the best and cheapest method of de- 
stroying-the Apple Aphis, for which 
orchardists should make prepara- 
tions at once. It is as "follows: 
"Upon examining the apple twigs 


which you sent us we find the eggs'of 
the Apple Aphis present. 
You will 
have no trouble in destroying it if 
you will spray with the strong lime- 
sulphur solution just as, for San Jose 
Scale immediately after the buds 
burst, and when the" green leaves 
commence to show and are pot more 
than one-quarter of an inch in length. 
Remember^ it is before the^leaves ex- 
pand, and^ when they first peep out 
of thjfe b'uds. We have proven in this 


ce that this is a gbod-^and satisfac- 
tory remedy for the" Apjble\Ajphis. 
There can be no doubt 'of this, after 
the^ extensive experiments which we 
have performed, proving "these facts 
conclusively. 
* 
"Please .remember that it is possi- 
ble to spray with the same material 
for the Apple Aphis and not have 
good results, owing to spraying be- 
fore the eg"gs hatch, an&M-thus while 
they are in such a resistant condition 
that the spray liquid will -not vkill 
them 
For example, I believe that 
spraying now,_even with very strong 
lime-sulphur Solution, or with any 
other strong spray material, will not 
be sure to kill all of these Aphis 
eggs, and consequently would have 
unsatisfactory results 
Fortunatefy 


for the fruit grower, the eggs hatch 
very early in the spring, when the 
young dark-green Aphids or Plant 
Lice at once crawl to the leaves that 
are commencing to' appeal from the 
tips of the buds. This is the time to 
spray them with strong lime-sulphur 
solution, even if it should scorch a 
few of the leaf tips, as I have done in 
my own orchard a great many times 
It results m no permanent injury, 
and is much better than to let the 
Aphis remain unchecked. 
"These pests 
sink their sharp 


beaks into the tissue of the leaf and 
inject a poison, stuntng the growth 
of the leaf, and causing it to curl. 
This curled leaf gives them protection 
from outside agencies, and it be- 
comes impossible to reach them with 
spray liquids at any possible time 
during the entire summer after the 
leaves are large enough to curl., 
"In spraying with strong lime-sul- 


phur solution made at San Jose Scale 
strength, you have the advantage of 
killing not only the Plant Lice and 
the San Jose Scale, but also other in- 
sects, such as Tent Caterpillars, and 
also fungous

DISCOVERY OP GOLD IX 1848 


(Continued from last week.) 


Gold shipments armed at the 


Philadelphia mint in such numbers 
that operators there were unable to 
•cope with the greatly increased busi- 
ness and new employes •« ere taken 
on; "but even this measure was not 
.adequate, and in the early fifties a 


""" government assay office was estab- 


lished- in New York and branch at 
San Francisco. This enormous addi- 
tion to the world supply ot gold actu- 
ajly alarmed some European econo- 
mists and caused discussion as to the 
advisability -of 
demonetizing 
the 
metal. But this matter soon adjust- 
ed-itself, as the yearly production of 
^old did not continue to increase as 
.at first. The total value of gold 
mined in California from January, 
1848, the date of Marshall's discov- 
ery, to January, 1913, is ?1,612,000,- 
000. 
-Wh.enuplaeer-minmg had been gen- 
erally abandoned for underground 
•work, the orderly hand of nature be- 
gan, to smooth away and conceal the 
ravaged appearance of the earth; 
and finally the original beauty of the 
•country was restored, in great meas- 
ure., and the arable solid, -which has 
a degree of fertility and an acreage 
.sufficient to support half the popula- 
tion of our country, has rewarded 
the agriculturist moie amply than 
the miner was rewarded in his search 
for gold 
In manufacturing, Cali- 


fornia has taken a leading place, 
many of her cities showing phenome- 
.nal growth, based, entirely on whole- 
'some expansion in general business. 


Jt_pceurred to many of the earliest 
gold-hunters in California that if 
some sort of machine-scoop could be 
devised it would enable them to 
reach much gold-bearing nver-bed 
gravel not otherwise-accessible, and 
rto do it with great economy 
Within 


a year froin- the time 01 Marshall's 
discovery such a machine v as made 
and sent to San Francisco fioni Ne~« 
York by way of theiEjoiu but, owing 
to its having been constructed by pei- 
sons not famihai with the local con- 
ditions and to its having been given 
into the hands of opeiati-.es not skill- 
ed in mechanics, it was soon wreck- 
ed and sunk in the Sacramento River

screens. Some dredges still use what 
is called the shaking screen, but the 
revolving type is considered super- 
ior. 


The coarsest part of the gravel 


passes through the full length of the 
screen and out the lower end, where 
it is taken by a belt conveyor and 
carried the length of a long stack, to 
be dropped behind the dredge. 


Iri the meantime the finer, gold- 


bearing gravel has dropped through 
the perforations at different points 
into a distributor, from which it is 
flowed over a series of riffles, or gold- 
saving tables, on which mercury is 
spread to amalgamate the gold and 
hold it back; while the gravel and 
sand are washed along into side 
sluices 
extending out behind 
the 


dredge. 
In this way, all things are 


automatically stacked in the rear of 
the machine and all metal retained 
on the tables. 


Two methods are in use for hold- 


ing the dredge in position while at 
work: one is by means of a "spud," 
of column of structural steel driven 
into the river-bottom at the rear of 
the machine; and the other by means 
of 
"headlines,"—steel 
wire cables 


running from both the port and star- 
board" sides of the bow to attach- 
ments on the shore. 


A few figures are required to give 


an adequate idea of the magnitude 
of these modern dredging operations. 
The buckets spoken of in use an the 
"Close-connected" type' of machine 
pass up the line and discharge at the 
rate of from 18 to 22 per minute. 
These buckets have a capacity, vary- 
ing in different machines, of iron 3 
to 15 cubic feet of gravel each, and 
the larger sizes weigh, when empty, 
as high as 4,200 pounds each; there 
may be seventy-five or eighty buck- 
ets on a close-connected line, 


Some of the larger machines carry 
"spuds" 
weighing 
forty-five 
tons 


each. 
(Two "spuds" are needed in 
"stepping" or moving, the machine, 
but the auxiliary one is frequently 
of wood. 


The "stacker," or frame on which 


the tailings are conveyed to the 
shore, is sometimes 
140 feet in 
length. The main hull of a standard 
sized dredge is 100 feet long by 44 
feet wide, and carries a motor equip- 
ment, of about 1,650 horse-power. 


The weight of machinery in the 
larger dredges will total over 1,500,- 
000'pounds. 
Such a machine will 


cost about §225,000 and is able to 
handle more than 
300,000 cubic 


yards of gravel per month, at a cost 
of from 214 to 3 cents per cubic 
yard. 


There are upwards of thirty large 


gold-dredging machines operating in 
California at the present time, and 
the tendency is in the direction of 
still larger and more powerful ma- 
chines 
Should other forms of gold- 


mining continue to produce as at 
present, the increase contributed by 
the dredging process, will in all prob- 
ability return California to her old 
position of leading gold producing 
State in the Union, and enable it to 
hold its rank for years to come

Text of the Lesson, Luke xi, 14-2S; 33- 


38—M«mory Verse, 23—Golden Text, 
Luke xi, 35—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
The topic of this lesson is "Light and 


Darkness" and if fully studied will 
•£ake us through the Bible from Gen- 
esis to Bevelation. 
We are brought 


face to face \vith Christ and Satan 
and their kingdoms and are plainly 
told that we belong to and are Iiv4ng 
In the interest of the one or the other 
(verse 23). We can know the truth 
concerning these things not by" the 
opinions of men, but o"nly by the word 
of God, and in verses 27. 28, 'our Lord 
said to one who thought that His 
mother was a blessed woman, "Yea. 
rather, blessed are they that hear the 
word of God and keep it." 


Ever since Eve listened to the devil 


in the garden of Eden and yielded to 
the tempter, believing his lie rather 
than the word of God, the conflict has 
been on and will be until the stronger 
than the- devil shall bind him and 
shut him up in the abyss for a thou- 
sand years (verse 22; Rev. xx). 


The Son of God was manifested that 


He might destroy "the works of the 
devil (1 John 3-8). and every, instance 
of His delivering any one from his 
power, such as the one in our lesson,

thing they could say of Him. but-they 
were making it manifest that they 
were, as He said, of their father, the 
devil, a murderer, a liar"and the fa- 
ther of lies (John viii, 44). They were 
fully_ of darkness and yet supposed 
they were in the light: they were 
blind and yet thought they saw 
The 


devil, of whom they spake, the gorl 
of this world, had blinded their mind:- 
lest the light of the glorious gobpel of 
Christ.* who is the image of God. 
should shine unto them (II Cor. i\. 4). 


-Refusing the truth, they were more 


filled with the lie: even as it is stil! 
and will be more and more until the 
end ot tue age. receiving not the love 
ot the truth 
God sends strong delu- 


10:1 that they sjiould. believe a lie (II 
hehS. ii. 10. 11). The Lord Jesus ia 


the light and the truth: the truth is 
n Jesus and nowhere else: apart irom 
Him there is neither light nor truth 
(John viii. 12: siv, U. Eph 
iv. 21) 


Without Him all is without form and 
void and dark, chaos and confusion, 
as it was in Gen. 1. 2. and only of 
those who receive Him is it true that 
"God, who commanded the light to 
shine out of darkness, hath shined in 
our hearts to give the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of God m the 
face of Jesus Christ (II Cor. iv, C). 


Darkness is suggestive of the devil 


and his demons- and those on earth 
who serve him and their awful future 
(Eph. 
vi. 12; II Pet. ii, 4, 17: Prov iv 


19; Matt, viii, 12; xxii. 13: xxv, 30>. 
God is light, and~those who become 
children of God by receiving the Lord 
Jesus are called children of light, foi 
the entrance of His word giveth light 
(I John i. 5: Eph. v, S: Ps. cxix. 130 
As in Gen. i, 3, 4, God divided the light 
from the darkness, so it is always, and 
in II Cor. vi, 14. the question is asked. 
"What communion hath light with 
darkness?" should lead us to consider 
well whether our fellowships ill ordi- 
nary daily life are with light or dark 
ness. 


In all the wilderness wanderings.of 


Israel they always had light, for the 
pillar of cloud by day became a pillai 
of fire by night, and He never took 
it from them.
